SURVEY OF HEALTH SUPERVISION SYSTEMS 


HEALTH WUPERVISION IN COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 
By Dean Robert Rienow 
(Presented by Professor Riets) 


In view of the inability of the writer to prepere the proper 
paper for presentation of a survey of health reports made by various 
universities a year ago, I am asking our representative, Professor 
Reits, tebring to you the report mde by a sommittee appointed last year, of which 
the writer was chairman, te present this entire matter to the president of the Board 
of Education for consideration and action. The result of this report was the est~ 
ablishment of a st dent health fee, payable by each student at the University, 
$1.75 per quarter, the establishment of a student health physician, together with 
& vompetent assistant, and also a practicing phy= sician, a sanitary inspector and two 
nurses. There ws also established a student dispensary open all day, to which 
stuients might come for examination, help, advies, or simple treatment. 

This fee also entitled the student whe was siek in hie reom tocall the student 
health physician or his assiatant for exanination, simple treatment, or reference to 
the hospital. 50 far this fee has not entitled the student to hospital sare. The stue 
dent going to a hospital is still required to pay regular hospital charges, not 
including any charges for medical or sugical attention or medicine. These are, 
and always have been, fres, even when given by the head of a dgpartment. For ex= 
ample, a student may be taken i111 at his room. He calls the student health phy- 
sician. An examination is made and the case is diagnosed as aoute appendicities. The 
student is emneddatély taken to the University hogpital, put under the care of the 
hear of the department of surgery. Either he or him immediate assistant performs the 
operation, the atudent is given his room im the hoppital, the bill being simply for 
room service, that is room and beard. It has frequently been the case that a 
stude t would come out of an operation of this kind for as low as $20.00. The total 
hospital bill for 261 students for the year 1917 ~ 18 was $6, 621.05. The average bill 
for men students was $24.20 and for women students $28.39, 

We have, however, been met with the peouliar attitude, common I think to 
faculties of medical eolleges or of same departments in these colleges, who feel 
that the student who comes te a University is simply a citizen and therefore that the 
college of Medicine, or its hospital, are under no obligation er responsibility 
to treat him other than as a citizen. May I say in this eonnection that as a result 
of the survey made of about sixty of the leading insititutions there was a growing 
feeling that the institution was responsible in a very large degree, not only for the 
care of the student when siok, but in maintaining proper health conditions while 
he was well, 

large programs for caring for student health are under wy at the University 
of Minnesota and the University of Wisconsin, As I have indicated in the report of 
this sommittee, Michizan has already done a splendid work, without exeeptian, I 
think, so far the best of any institution reporting, although Minnesota, with its 
new health program, bids fair to set the standard.
